City to Install 
120 New Street, 
Alley Lights 


An. extensive program to up- 
grade Granite City’s street and 
alley lighting system on a city- 


“wide basis was approved by the 


city council in regular meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The plan calls for installation 
of 120 new lights in street. and 
alley locations. in all parts of 
the city. 

‘The action was approved by 
resolution under which the Illi- 
nois Power Co. will be re- 
quested to install the new 
lights. Alderman Steve Basa- 
rich said the new lights will add 
an estimated $2160 per year to 
the city’s power bill. 

Council members also ap- 
proved on final passage an or- 
dinance establishing a two-hour 
parking limit on streets in the 
immediate vicinity of St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital and eliminating 
parking in some sections. 

The ordinance prohibits park- 
ing on the southerly side of 
2nd street from Madison ave- 
ie to Iowa street and on ‘the 
sterly side of Washington 
avenue to 22nd street. 

The two hour parking ‘limit 
is effective on the east side of 
Towa street from . Washington 
avenue to 22nd street, on the 
south side of 22nd street from 
Iowa to Washington and the 
northwest side of Washington 
from Iowa to 22nd street. 

Limit of two hours on parking 
will be in effect from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m. daily except Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Passage of the ordinance’ fol- 
lowed presentation of a written 
legal opinion by City Attorney 
Leon Scroggins holding that a 
council vote cast Sept. 22 on a 
motion to vacate Iowa street

Granite City placed high in 
pollution ratings during 1969, 
including the highest avetage 
of ‘suspended dust pollutants, 
Prof. Erwin C. Hoelscher, tech- 
nical secretary of the Granite 
City Air Pollution Control 
Board, notified ‘city officials in 
‘a letter read to council mem- 
bers Tuesday night 

Hoelscher said that on the 

is of the 1969 annual report 
of the Illinois State Air Sam- 
pling Network, ‘Granite City 
was among the forefront 
of serious air pollution.” 

He said the report outlined 
these results of air sampling in 
Granite City: 

1. Hi-volume 
highest average 
dust (2lst and lowa station) 
with a mean of 259.4 micro- 
gram per cubic meter, com- 
pared with the Air Quality 
Goal of 75 micrograms 

2. Fifth highest dustfall sta- 
tion (city hall station) with an 
average dustfall of 32.6 tons 
per square mile per month 

3. Seventh highest sulfation 
reading (city hall station) of 
$03 (Sulphur Trioxide) per 100 
square centimeters per day. 

Dust Pollution Reduction

The article was based on in- 
formation received from the 
Washington, D. C., office of 
Cong. Melvin Price (D, East St. 
Louis). 

Mrs. Harold (Helen) Diehl of 
Columbia, Ill., and her sister, 
Mrs. Joseph (Mary) Cell of Fort 
Worth, Tex., expect to receive 
the proceeds from the bonds, 
which had a total face value of 
$3000 when issued and are now 
estimated to be worth from 
$5500 to $6000 because of com- 
pounded interest over the many 
years the bonds lay stuffed be- 
hind a partition in a drawer in 
an old chest 

The bonds came to light sev- 
eral weeks ago when a Missouri 
woman, whose name and ad- 
dress was not released, pur- 
chased a chest of drawers at an 
auction. While cleaning it, she 
found the four bonds in one of 
the drawers,

Dixon Proposes 
Plan to Curb 
Air Pollution 


Alan J. Dixon of 

Democratic candi- 
date for Illinois State Treas- 
urer, this week announced a 
plan to survey needs in this 
metropolitan sector, which 
would be supplied by his pro- 
posal with funds to help curb 
air pollution. 

“We are asking a group of 
businessmen to contact industry 
in the area and .explain my 
proposal to help fight air pollu- 
tion, the Senator said. 

“Basically, that proposal 
means just this: an industry in 
this area measures the installa- 
tion cost of equipment to curb 
air pollution. If that industry 
then decides to seek a loan 
from a bank here to pay for 
that installation cost, the bank 
would qualify under my linked- 
deposit program for a deposit 
of state funds,’’ Senator Dixon 
explained. 

“We have selected the St. 
Clair-Madison counties area for 
this survey because It is one 
of the most highly’ industrial- 
ized areas in the state,” the 
Senator said. 

“The area is also one most 
in need of immediate attention 
because of the high incidence of 
reports of air pollution filed 
with the Illinois Air Pollution 
Control Board.” 

Could Act Immediately 

Comparing other suggested 
solutions to air pollution, like 
several federal plans, Senator 
Dixon said his proposals could 
be initiated within days after 
fie takes office as state treas- 
urer. ‘‘That’s one of the most 
important aspects of this plan,” 
he added. ‘We would not have 
to wait a year or longer to In- 
itiate a control program. We

Income Tax Pact 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie and 
indiana Goy. Edgar D. Whit- 
comb have signed a model 
state income tax withholding 
agreement. The agreement is 
designed prevent double 
withholding for persons who 
live in’ one of the states and 
work in the other. 

“It means there will be no 
more of the double withholding 
which takes such a large}chunk 
out of thousands of paychecks. 
And it puts an end to the an- 
noying necessity of filing two 
tax returns,” Ogilvie said. An 
estimated 200,000° persons will 
be affected by the agreement 

Citizens will pay their state 
income taxes only in the state 
of their residence and will not 
have taxes withheld by the 
state in which they work, The 
agreement is retroactive to 
Jan. 1, 1970. To claim refund 
for taxes withheld this year, 
residents must file 1970 state. 
returns in the state in which 
they worked. 

This will be the last time citi- 
zens of the two states will have 
to file dual returns. Revenue 
Director George E. Mahin said 
similar )reciprocal agreements 
are being negotiated with other 
states bordering Illinois.

For U. S. Farm Products o¢(Commerce 


Madison county residents are 
well aware that United States- 
Japanese trade is extensive, 
Lee Rogers, director of the 
Madison County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Office, has commented, 
“Almost everyone recognizes 
that Americans are important 
customers for Japanese goods. 
I wonder how many of us real- 
ize that the Japanese are ma- 
jor customers for American 
goods, especially for American 
farm commodities,” Rogers 
said. 

“In fact, Japan imports more 
U. S. agricultural products than 
any other country in the world 
a record $1.1 billion worth 
during the 1970- fiscal year,” 
Rogers said 
He pointed out that 
grains, soybeans, and 
are important farm crops. in 
Madison county and that ex- 
ports bf these farm products to 
Japan have gone up dramatic- 
ally in recent years. 

More than six million tons of 
feed grains were shipped to 
Japan last fiscal year—just 
about one-third of U. S. feed 
grain exports. Soybeans exports 
to Japan had a $25l-million 
value and wheat exports $136 
million. Japan also is the best 
U cotton customer, ta 
one-fourth of its cotton from 
the United States. Japan bought 
$50 million worth of tobacco 
from the United States during 
the last fiscal year. 

The ASC director reported 
that Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M. Hardin, took note 
of the American-Japanese trade 
story, calling it unprecedented

Wide Variety of 
Winter Squashes 

Colorful squash are part of 
autumn’s bounty. Not only are 
winter squashes attractive, ‘but 
they also rate high in food 
value. The yellow or orange 
flesh of squash indicates a val- 
uable source of Vitamin A. In 
fact, a generous serving will 
supply most of your daily quota 
of Vitamin A. 

The common types of winte 


squash in Illinois include acorn’ 
turban or ? 


banana, butternut, 
buttercup and Hubbard. 

Acorn squash—named because 
of its shape—has a thin, glo: 
dark green rind with regular, 
deep ridges. Moderately thicks, 
the orange-yellow flesh bakes 
fairly dry and sweet. Since 
acorn squashes weigh between 
six ounces to a pound or more, 
they provide two adequate 
servings. 

Banana—a large cylindrical 
squash—varies from 18 to 24 
inches in length. Its moderately 
smooth, light olive-gray skin 
changes to a creamy pink color 
in storage. Fine grained, the 
cooked flesh has a rich, sweet 
flavor. Banana squash makes 
an excellent baking squash. 

Butternut squash has a 
smooth, tan skin and is shaped 
somewhat like a large gourd, 
with a thick neck and bulbous 
end. It varies in length from six 
inches to a foot or more. Its 
fine-textured orange flesh has 
a sweet, nutty flavor 

You'll recognize turban or 
buttercup squash by the turban- 
like formation and prominent 
“button” at the blossom end 
Depending on the variety colors 
— red-orange, blue-gray or 
green. This good-to-eat squash 
is also popular for use in cen- 
terpieces. 

Since Hubbard squash has 
such a hard rind and is so large 
—measuring from 15 to 18 
inches in length and weighing 
between. 5 to 10 pounds—you'll 
frequently find it sold in pieces 
rather than as a whole squash, 
The slightly rough ‘and warty 
rind may be dark bronze-green, 
blue-gray or red. Its sweet, dry 
flesh makes Hubbard squash a 
favorite ingredient for dessert 
pies and puddings.

Deer hunting permits are no 
longer being sold for Ogle, 
Stephenson, Macoupin, Jackson, 
Jefferson and north Pope coun- 
ties, according to Jack Calhoun, 
leader of the deer project for 
the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation, 

Quotas in 39 counties have 
now been filled. The 33 counties 
closed previously were Bureau, 
Carroll, Grundy, Jo Daviess, 
LaSalle, Marshall, McHenry, 
Rock Island, Adams, DeWitt, 
Fulton, Hancock, Knox, Logan, 
Mason, McLean, Peoria, Shelby, 
Tazewell, Woodford, Clay, Clin- 
ton, Fayette, Hardin, Johnson, 
Monroe, Randolph, St. Clair, 
Saline, Union, Wayne and Wil- 
liamson. 

Calhoun said that 40,900 per- 
mits for gun hunting have been 
sold and there will be only 48,- 
350 sold this year. He said 
9200 bow permits have been 
sold and. there is no limit on 
them. Bow permits are not be 
ing sold across the counter, but 
applications and fees may be 
left for processing.

Items Available 
With Food Stamps 
Still Unchanged 


A ruling by Gov. Richard B 
Ogilvie exempting purchases 
with food stamp coupons from 
the Illinois sales tax did not 
change the items which can be 
purchased with these coupons, 
the U. S, Department of Agri 
culture announced today, 

“Some confusion seems to 
exist over reports that a por- 
tion of Governor Ogilvie’s rul- 
ing permits household goods to 
be purchased with food stamps 
and exempted these items from 
the sales tax as’ well,”’ Dennis 
M. Doyle, Midwest regional di 
rector of USDA's Food and Nu- 
trition Service, sponsoring 
agency for the Food Stamp Pro- 
gram, reported. 5 

“This is not the case, Only 
food, except imported. items, 
may be purchased with food 
stamp coupons, and collection 
of the sales tax was ended only 
on such foods,” he pointed out 

“Pet foods, alcoholic bever- 
ages, paper products and other 
household items are not eli- 
gible for purchase with stamps. 
We want to make it clear that 
the Governor's ruling did not 
alter these points in any way,”’ 
Doyle continued. 

“Food retailers and food 
stamp recipients should keep in 
mind that if they are found sell- 
ing or buying ineligible items 
with food stamps, they will be 
violating the Food Stamp Act 
and are subject to penalty,” 
Doyle concluded.

Coral Fossils Prove Sea 
Covered Southern Illinois 


Some 350 million years ago, 
pale delicate corals waved un- 
der 200 feet of sea stretching 
across Southern Illinois, only to 
be trapped and killed as the 
water receded leaving the tiny 
animals buried in mud, 

Nine hitherto unknown spe- 
cies of the coral, now fossilized, 
have been discovered by South. 
ern Illinois University Museum 
geologist George H. Fraunfel- 
ter and his. students. 

These specimens are now in 
the SIU Museum collection and 
are described in a new Museum 
Research Records monograph, 
“Silicified Corals from the Lin.

Another is a-sort of filament, 
30 millimeters long, 1.5 milli- 
meters in maximum diameter, 
with orifices projecting above

“Patch reefs’ of coral, cov- 
ered by a shallow sea, grew 
over the whole of the center 
United States, Fraunfelter said. 
In the Southern Illinois area the 
coral bed ‘grew to a thickness of 
4 to 6 feet, becoming slightly 
thicker in Missouri and to the 
north and east, he added. 

“The color was light, paler 
than in the Great Barrier Reef 
of Australia and in the southern 
waters off Florida,” he explain- 
ed. 

Stratum in 2 States 

The St. Laurent . stratum 
crops out at fault blocks 
in St,- Genevieve and Perry 
counties in Missouri as well as 
in Jackson and Union counties 
in Mlinois. 

“The Lingle Limestone was 
named from limestone beds on 
Lingle Creek in Union County, 
Illinois,” Fraunfelter explained. 
‘It is exposed in Jackson, Union 
and Alexander counties in 
southwestern Illinois and in 
Perry and St. Genevieve coun- 
ties in southeastern Missouri. 

“The fauna of the Lingle, like 
that of ‘the St. Laurent Lime- 
stone, is rich in brachipods and 
dorals, Both are good index 
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fossils for the formation and in- 
dicate a close relationship be- 
tween the Lingle Limestone fau- 
na and that of the Ten Mile 
Dam ‘Limestone of Michigan, 
the Beechwood Limestone of In- 
diana and Kentucky, the Hun- 
gry Hollow Formation of Onta- 
rio, and the Centerfield Lime- 
stone of New York.”

Sen. Smith Warns 


In Foreign Policy 


In a major foreign policy ad- 
dress, U. S. Sen. Ralph Tyler 
Smith (R-Ill.) Monday warned 
that a philosophy of isolation in 
foreign policy could be disast- 
rous for America. 

“Whether we’ like it or not, 
we are the leaders of the free 
nations of the world,” Smith 
said at a 13th Congressional 
District women’s lun¢heon in 
Glenview. 

“We cannot, as we have 
tried to do in the past, retreat 
into a fortress America and the 
philosophy of isolation.” 

Smith said that with the 
world growing smaller every- 
day, such a “‘head-in-the-sand” 
approach is completely unreal- 
istic. 

“History has demonstrated 
time and again that such a pos- 
ture inevitably. leads to our in- 
volvement in major war. And 
the liberal policy of appease- 
ment, or peace at any price, 
has always led us to the point 
where even the liberals had to 
fight. ' 

“There are powers in this 
world who are pledged to our 
destruction. They have told us 
so. And we must continue to let 
them know that we will not ac- 
cept their determination of our 
national fafte—that we have the 
ill and the intention to sur- 
vive. ( 

“Only then can we hope to 
contain them and keep them 
from building to the point 
where we are doomed to world- 
wide conflict and destruction.” 

Smith said that he supported 
President Nixon’s foreign policy 
goal of building a durable peace 
through partnership, . strength 
and willingness to negotiate.

Area Glass Collection 


Day Set for 


Plant Manager Joseph Le- 
mieux has announced that the 
Alton plant of Owens-Illinois, 
Inc., will hold its third. glass 
collection day on Saturday, Oct. 
24, from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
Sprogram is designed to collect 
Alton and surrounding commu- 
nities’ used glass containers. 


The glass collection program 
has been established on a reg- 
ular basis and glass will be col- 
lected every other month at the 
plant. 

The redeemed glass will be 
ground into crushed glass 
known in thé industry as “cul- 
let,” used in manufacture of 
new glass and about 15% of the 
materials used in making new 
glass is ‘“‘cullet.” 

The Alton plant uses from 10 
to 15 tons of cullet per day in 
the manufacture of glass. One 
of the sources of cullet is buy- 
ing from outside vendors. 


One Cent Per Pound 

Owens-Illinois. will pay indi- 
viduals and groups one cent 
per pound, or $20 a ton, for all 
emptied and clean bottles and 
jars separated by color and de- 
livered to the Alton plant be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. Oct. 
24 

“By clean glass is meant free 
from all foreign objects, such 
as bottle caps and jar lids. It 
must also be separated accord- 
ing to color, or we will not be 
able to use the glass,” Lemieux 
said. 

Paper labels on containers 
pose no problem. The contain- 
ers must be reasonably clean 
from the product they con- 
tained, although it is not neces- 
sary they bewashed completely 
clean 

The four major categories in 
which glass is to be separated 
are: flint or clear glass; light 
emerald or light green—for ex- 
ample, coke bottles; dark em- 
erald or dark green—for exam- 
ple, Seven-Up bottles; and 
amber or brown—for example, 
beer bottles. 

These colors cannot be mixed, 
because it would vary the col- 
oring:in the furnaces. The only 
time colors can be mixed is|if 
there is any question as to 
color; then it can be put with 
the dark green glass. For ex- 
ample, a blue perfume bottle 
would be placed in the dark 
green. 

No Safety Glass 

“We will not be able to ac- 
cept safety glass like that used 
in auto windshields because of 
the plastic materials between 
the two layers of glass,” 
Lemieux cautioned. The crush- 
ing machines will not crush 
the material, and they become 
jammed when safety glass gets 
in the machine. 

Scales will be set up In the 
parking lot to handle the small 
quantities brought in, but those 
groups with trucks must have 
their cullet weighed at Earl 
Mann’s Truck Scale, 1504 East 
Broadway, across from the 
plant. 

To keep the cullet separated, 
groups will have to use boxes, 
barrels or baskets. After dump- 
ing, the cartons will be re- 
turned. Payment will be made 
at the time of dumping. 

One of the major problems in 
recycling glass is separating 
glass containers from other 
materials that make up solid 
waste, and the special “glass 
collection days” are considered 
one solution to this problem. 

Research Projects 

Research is being conducted 
now where machines will be 
able to separate. all components 
out of waste and return these 
components to respective indus- 
tries for reuse; paper back to 
the mill, aluminum back to the 
smelter,. scrap iron to the 
foundry, and glass back to the 
glass plants. 

Research also is being con- 
ducted on other uses of glass. 
Re-use of waste glass in glass 
plants is only one of the ways 
of disposing of used bottles and 
jars. Glass can be ground into 
fine sand for composting or use 
in sanitary landfills. When in-

cinerated, it breaks up into 
small pieces to make an effi- 
cient sanitary” landfill. 

The three major components 
of glass, sand, limestone, and 
soda ash, are then returned to 
the earth. Glass also helps 
aerate the .incinerator. furnace 
charge, contributing to more 
efficient combustion. 

“Because it is inert, glass 
does not contribute to air pol- 
lution when incinerated. When 
composted, it’s a valuable soil 
conditioner,” Lemieux sai 
other large potential use for 
waste glass containers is as a 
replacement for crushed lime- 
stone in asphalt paving for city 
streets. 

‘Glasphalt” Street 

“Owens-Illinois paved the first 
‘glasphalt’ street in our Tech- 
nical Center in Toledo last 
October as part of-an experie- 
ment in cooperation with the 
University of Missouri-Rolla to 
determine whether glass would 
be a practical replacement for 
crushed limestone,” he said. 

“The 36-foot-long, 18-foot-wide 
strip of road held up well dur- 
ing one of the worst winters in 
Toledo's history. If ‘glasphalt’ 
does prove practical, it could 
provide a market for all of the 
glass collected by U. S. cities, 
most of which have their own 
hot batch asphalt plants.” 

Lemieux said, glass also can 
be used as the sub-base for 
highways. A glass subbase has 
been laid by a road contractor 
on a part of Interstate 75 
through Toledo. 

“The basic problem in solid 
waste is developing means of 
separating it into its various 
components at municipal dumps 
and then getting those compo- 
nents to the places,-where they 
can be reused,” Lemieux said. 
“The federal government, in- 
dustry and- individual compa- 
nies are ‘currently seeking 
workable solutions to the sepa- 
ration problem 

“The glass container industry 
is sponsoring research aimed 
at devéloping means of me- 
chanically separating container 
glass from raw refuse and sort- 
ing it optically by color for re- 
use in bottle-making. 

“Owens-Illinois has a task 
force working on solid waste 
whose number one project is 
finding an economical way of 
getting cullet back to our 18 
glass container plants.”

Open Burning Pollutes Air, Can 
Cause Injuries, Poisonous Fumes 


To the Editor: 

The existing air pollution reg- 
ulations prohibit the open burn- 
ing of waste by industrial and 
commercial firms. However, 
there is no specific prohibition 
of the backyard incineration 
from individual homes, 

In traveling about the city, 1 
am surprised at the large num- 
ber of old oil drums apparently 
being used for backyard burn- 
ing. 

This I find surprising in view 
of the trash collection service 
provided by the city, which per- 
mits the disposal of two 30-gal- 
lon containers -of refuse each 
week. I am sure that few homes 
generate this much solid waste. 

‘Aside from the air pollution 
potential of backyard burning, 
there are good reasons for stop- 
ping this practice. 

1. Today's household trash 
contains many pressurized cans 
and closed bottles that will ex- 
plode and send deadiy frag- 
ments flying from the can. 
There are numerous recorded 
instances of serious injury, in- 
cluding loss of sight. 

2. The increased use of plas- 
tic’ containers results in slow, 
smoldering burning of those 
plastics which often result in the 
liberation of deadly poisonous 
fumes, 

3. The open fire increases the 
chances of fire spreading to sur- 
rounding valuable buildings. 

4, The time required to light 
and properly supervise an open 
fire-is much greater than that 
needed for sétting the cans out 
once a week. 

In the fall when leaves fall; 
an additional problem results 
with regard to their disposal. 

If at all possible, these valu- 
able natural fertilizers should be 
returned to the lawns or gar- 
dens by mulching or digging in. 

If you must dispose of leaves 
by burning, your cooperation 
will be appreciated. While the 
smell of burning leaves is pleas- 
ant, high concentration of the 
smoke can have adverse effects 
on our lungs, particularly to 
those persons with respiratory 
illnesses. 

During the daytime hours of 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m., the air and 
wind conditions are usually such 
to disperse the smoke, and thus 
you are requested to burn 
leaves during these hours rather 
than in the evening, when the 
smoke tends to stay close to the 
ground 

Iam sure fellow citizens will 
appreciate everyone's coopera- 
tion in this fnatter.

The taverns pay $500 in local 
license fees alone. This doesn’t 
include state or federat license 
fees, insurance, union dues, un- 
employment compensation, lia- 
bility insurance, fire insurance, 
personal property and real es- 
tate taxes on ‘our businesses, 
sales tax, Illinois State tax, 
charities and the regular costs 
of living we all incur 


One of the major expenses is 
Dram Shop Insurance, which is 
required by law. We are one of 
four states out of the 50 in the 
union that requires this insur- 
ance, 

Our premiums range from 
$500 per year to $2500 for one 
insurance alone. Think about it 
carefully—over $2000 a year for 
only one policy. 

This insurance is freely used 
by all of the citizens of, this 
state and others as well. Dram 
Shop lawsuits are very frequent- 
ly filed’ against us by the so- 
called non-drinkers of our com- 
munity, and .they don’t hesi- 
tate to spend the money made 
by these suits. 

Every time we hear of a man- 
slaughter charge, of course we 
cringe; we are human and the 
loss of anyone’s life is serious 
to us all. 

But we -also think of the 
many times we have called a 
cab and taken care of custom- 
ers who have obtained liquor 
elsewhere.

The families of tavern owners 
don't go hungry. I know I never 
have. Do we eat becacse we 
are honest and ‘ambitious 
enough to get up every day 
and put in 12 to 18 hours work- 
ing for a living, or do we sim- 
ply apply for state aid?

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Anti-Pollution Bond Proposal Challenges 
Cities to Upgrade Their Treatment Plants 


As Illinois Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy Director Clarence W. Klassen told Illinois 


-Municipal League delegates and city engineers 


this week, Illinois municipalities and taxpayers 
have much at stake in the statewide referendum 
Nov. 3 on issuance of $750 million in anti-pol- 
lution bonds. 

More than 90% of the present city sewage 
treatment plants in Illinois fail to meet water 
quality standards which will become effective 
in 1972. The cities must take remedial steps in 
the meantime. 

State and federal officials wield a “big 
stick’ to assure compliance—severe fines can be 
levied and collected from city treasuries, which 
are then replenished by taxpayers. And con- 
struction of new sewers can be ordered stopped, 
blocking residential and industrial growth. 

Klassen points out that “‘it's not a question 
of whether cities should enlarge and upgrade 
the waste treatment plants; it is a must.” He 
also accurately notes that the work probably 
will not become any cheaper to carry out if 
there is delay; building costs have been rising 
each year and a contined increase is expected. 

Although the bonds must be retired, the 
inflation factor may offset the interest cost. 
And the statewide financial assistance program 
will not only make cities eligible for more state 
funds, but also for additional federal tax money. 

Municipalities, currently shouldering up to 
70% of the cost of erecting and upgrading treat- 
ment plants, will need to raise only 20% if they 
receive the maximum state and federal grants. 
The state will pay 25% and Uncle Sam 55% in 
regions like this, where federally-aided projects 
are coordinated by the East-West Gateway 
Council. 

All voters should become as familiar as 
possible with the 1970 Anti-Pollution Bond Act 
and the ballot question they will be asked to 
decide on Nov. 3. There will be a decided im- 
pact on each of us, including our health, our 
pocketbgoks and the purity of our rivers and 
streams.

‘Right of Access,’ Licensing Plan Are Threats to Freedom of the Press

Why should America’s press, 
free of government controls 
throughout the nation’s nearly 
200 years, now fear substantial 
loss of that freedom? 

Journalists consider U, S. 
newspapers, magazines and 
broadcasters to be more respon- 
sible than ever before, and for 
the most part, eminently sound 
financially. 

Yet publishers, editors, broad- 
cast news personalities and 
journalism educators generally 
agree the threat of press sup- 
pression is real and probably 
greater than at any time since 
the First Amendment was added 
to the Constitution. 

The press reacted instantly, 
and many felt immoderately, to 
criticism from Vice-President 
Spiro T. Agnew in three widely- 
publicized speeches decrying 
news management and bias. 

Despite the Vice-President's 
protestations that he was not 
advocating censorship, newsmen 
accused the Nixon administra- 
tion of trying to intimidate the 
press. 

But many journalists now ad- 
mit it wasn’t so much what the 
Vice-President said as the num- 
ber of American citizens who 
seemed to agree with him. 

At a time when the U. S. Su- 
preme Court has, in decisive 
opinions, extended the reach of 
constitutional press freedom to 
insure “uninhibited, robust and 
wide open” debate on public is- 
sues, great segments of the pub- 
lic and some of. their elected 
and appointed representatives 
seem bent on stifling that kind 
of news coverage: 

For example: : 

The American Bar Association 
in 1968 launched a nationwide 
effort to cut off press access to 
information about criminal pros- 
ecutions and even some court 
proceedings, in the name of

avoiding press reports which 
might prejudice jurors. 

At all levels of government, 
but particularly at the federal 
level, newsmen and press pho- 
tographers have been subpoe- 
naed before grand juries and 
into courts to testify as to con- 
fidential information they have 
obtained from news sources, or 
to supply photographs and tele- 
vision films for use in prosecu- 
tions. 

There is growing clamor 
among liberals for a govern- 
mentally-enforced “right of 
access” to the press, guar- 
anteeing any individual or 
group space in the nation’s 
newspapers to express their 
particular views. 

There has even been a pro- 
posal, by Dr. Walter Menninger 
of the President's Commission 
on the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence, that newsmen be li- 
censed in the same way as are 
doctors and lawyers. 

Of a more general concern 
are polls which show a public 
distrust of the news media. 

A survey of several hundred 
high school students in Colorado 
has been widely publicized in 
journalistic circles as represent- 
ative of the attitudes of young 
people. i 

‘Asked whether the press 
should be controlled by gov- 
ernment to prevent unfair 
attacks on individuals, a 
substantial majority favored 
outright control, while the 
next largest group voted for 
some controls. A small mi- 
nority voted against any 
form of censorship. 

Journalists fear that this 
basic lack of commitment to 
a free press, coupled with 
general disgruntlement with 
the news, may bring even 
more strident calls for con- 
trols. 


There is little doubt that the 
far right counts the press as an 
enemy. 

But the far left is almost 
equally at odds with the news 
media, considering them cap- 
tives of and apologists for the 
“establishment.” 

Even the “silent majority” is 
suspected of blaming the press 
for stimulating extremist activ- 
ity by giving it publicity. 

While newsmen sympathize 
with this view, they insist a 
news blackout is no answer to 
protests and demonstrations. 

Says Wes Gallagher, general 
manager of the Associated 
Press, “The task of the jour- 
nalist’ in every medium is to 
hold a magnifying mirror be- 
fore our society to show warts 
and all. & 

“The man who lets us see all 
our faults is. seldom front-run- 
ner ‘in a popularity contest.” 

One of the criticisms most 
often leveled at U. S. journal- 
ism these days is “media con- 
centration,” referring to the 
decline in the number of news- 
papers and cross-ownership of 
various news medi: 

Yet this, too, puzzles 
thoughtful journalist, 

The nation has never had so 

many news disseminating agen- 
cies cranking and beaming out 
information, 
+ In addition to more than 1700 
daily newspapers. there are an 
estimated 9000 non-daily news- 
papers, 6400 radio stations, 840 
television stations, and more 
special interest magazines than 
at any time previously. 

Volunteer organizations, 
churches, trade associations, 


the 


unions and a host of other” 


groups publish newsletters and 
bulletins by the thousands (the 
U. S. Post Office Department 
currently shows more than 20,- 


000 periodicals holding permits 
for regular mailings). 

Newsmen generally are re- 
Signed to a certain amount of 
unpopularity, 

The editor who finds both 
sides mad at him usually feels 
he must be doing a pretty good 
job covering an issue. 

But as the nation looks to its 
200th birthday, newsmen wonder 
just how much press unpopular- 
ity the country can afford. 

They -believe most sincerely 
that the American experiment 
in government would have never 
succeeded without a press free 
of prior governmental restraint 
(they accept, reluctantly, the 
limitations of libel law). 

A “right to access” to the 
Press, benign as it sounds, 
means government would be 
telling the news media what to 
disseminate. 

Muzzling of news sources at 
the police station and court- 
house means limited opportu- 
nity to report on vital govern- 
mental activity. 

Licensing of newsmen, no 
matter how well-intended 
and well - administered, 
would have government 
deeply involved in press 
operations. 

Subpoenaed newsmen 
can’t be doing their jobs 
while sitting in the prosecu- 
tor’s office, and they may 
very likely lose the confi- 
dence of news sources if 
they are forced to reveal in- 
formation given in confi- 
dence. 

A Vice-President may not be 
advocating censorship, but the 
government he represents 
grants radio and television li- 
censes, and can take them 
away. 

These are the reasons news- 
men worry about press freedom 
in the 1970s.

What is the working mother 
to do when her child will be 
home several three-week peri- 
ods other than summer?

What Every Driver Should Know 
For Encounter With School Bus 


(Tri-City and Mlinols Bar Associations) 


Now that schools are back in 
session, every motorist should 
know what the.law expects of 
him whenever he encounters a 
school bus on the highway. 

With this in mind, the Illinois 
State Bar Association has de- 
vised a Simple quiz designed to 
test your knowledge of proper 
driver reaction to the signals— 
or lack of them—displayed by 
a school bus. 

Knowing the answers to 
the questions posed can pre- 
vent accidents, avoid law- 
suits and, most important, 
save lives. 

Consider the situations de- 
scribed below and then check 
the multiple-choice answer cor- 
responding to what you would 
‘wave done under the circum: 
stances: 

1, You approach a clearly- 
marked, yellow school bus 
which has come to a stop. The 
flashing red light on the front 
and rear, which indicate that 
children are getting off or 
boarding the bus, are NOT in 
operation. The law says: 

—— (a) You must come toa 
full stop and then proceed with 
caution to pass the bus, 

—— (b) You must proceed 
with caution but need not come 
to a stop since no signal that 
children are getting off or on 
the bus is being displayed. 

_— (c) You must come to a 
stop and wait until the driver of 
the school bus has indicated by 
a hand signal that you may pro- 
ceed. 

2. You approach a school bus 
while traveling on a controlled 
access highway. The bus has 
stopped in a loading zone at a 
place where pedestrians are not 
permitted to cross. 

However, signals are operat- 
ing which indicate that the bus 
is dropping off or picking up 
children.

— (b) You must stop since 
this is required of motorists 
when overtaking or meeting 4 
school bus from either direc- 
tion, except where lanes of the 
highway are separated in the 
center by a median strip which 
is not surfaced or suitable for 
vehicular traffic. 

Here are the correct answers 
to the quiz: 1-(b); 2-(b); 3-(a); 
4-(b). 

Even under circumstances 
which may not require a motor- 
ist to stop for a school bus, the 
law requires that motorists ex- 
ercise extreme caution and, 
when necessary, to sound the 
horn as a warning when chil- 
dren are in the vicinity.

On June 14, 37 cars com- 
peted here, including point lead- 
érs Jimmy Caruthers, Bob 
Tattersall and Dave Strickland, 
Indianapolis drivers Sammy 
Sessions, Johnny Parsons jir., 
and. Larry Dickson, USAC 
sprint car champion in 1968. 
Paid attendance at the race 
was 2000. 

It was by far the most ex- 
citing day that the track has 
ever had‘as a tornado appeared 
above the parking lot after 
qualifications, and the fans, 

rivers and officials rapidly lost 
all jinterest in racing and scat- 
tered. The scheduled heats and 
the feature race never got un- 


derway, but the fans never for- 
got it.

en again and again to get the 
cars onto the track for the 
heats and the feature. 

A color television and several 
small sets had been brought 
into the pit area and all the 
drivers were crowded around 
the sets to watch man’s first 
footsteps on thé moon. 

More USAC races are planned 
for next year and hopes are 
that attendance will improve as 
interest in USAC and auto rac 
ing in general grows.

Army Nurse Program Cut to 14-Month Duty 


The: all-officer Army Nurse 
Corps now is accepting applica- 
tions from registered nurses to 
serve on active duty for only 
14 months, with duty in Korea 
added to the previously an- 
nounced volunteer tours in Viet- 
nam.

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Otiwein Calls 
For Debates in 
Senate Campaign 


State Sen, Merrill Ottwein 
(R-Edwardsville) has ch 
lenged his opponent in the cam- 
paign for his Senate seat to 
open debates . -. “at any time 
++. any place... and on any 
reasonable terms’’. 

He suggested that one be held 
weekly during this last month 
of the campaign, one in each 
of the four largest cities ... . 
Alton, Granite City, Wood River 
and Edwardsville. 

However, he: said he feels 
that an appropriate date for the 
Alton event should ‘be on or 
about Oct. 15. 

“October 15, 1868 was the 
date that Altonians witnessed 
the last of a series of Lincoln- 
Douglas debates,” he said, 
“and although neither of us 
might -possess their oratorical 
abilities, it still would be an ap- 
‘propriate anniversary.” 

Senator Ottwéin said that the 
public needs to know the candi- 
dates better . . . their back 
grounds, their viewpoints, thei 
legislative involvement, their 
voting records . . . and “since 
the Senate is a debating body, 
even our debating ability,” he 
said. 

The campaign seems to have 
degenerated,”’ the Senator said, 
“into. one in which the public 
could be ill-served by inade- 
quate information. Arguments 
about whose signs are being 
torn down by whom aren’t ex- 
actly high level discussions.”” 

“Several attempts to set up 
debating forums have failed,” 
Senator Ottwein remarked. “in- 
cluding some radio time. I urge 
my opponent to reconsider and 
to appear..side by side. One of 
my people will be contacting 
him in an attempt to set up 
times and places. I also en- 
courage other groups interested 
in public service to join with 
me in asking for and planning 
these open discussions. Any for- 
mat would do, although I would 
prefer some opportunity for di 
rect examination and question- 
ing of each other as a part of 
the program.”

Dixon Demands Bigger Tax Mobile Homes 
Rebates to Municipalities 


State Sen. Alan J. Dixon of 
Belleville, assistant minority 
leader in the Illinois Senate, ad- 
dressing the Illinois Municipal 
League Convention in Spring 
field Monday called for a big- 
ger rebate of state-collected 
taxes to cities as well as a re- 
form of the tax structure 

“I want to emphasize that I 
am not suggesting, in any way, 
an increase in any of our tax 
rates,"’ Senator Dixon’ said. “I 
am suggesting a more equitable 
distribution of tax revenue from 
the state to governmental Jev- 
els, like cities, where needs for 
more revenue are growing fast- 
er than the revenue. 

“Any discussion of city rev- 
enue needs is premised on one 
indisputable fact: cities. need 
more revenue if they are to 
govern adequately and solve 
the intricately Interwoven prob- 
lems of urban, suburban and 
rural life,” he added. 

Local governments have re- 
lied mainly for revenue on 
their share of the sales tax col 
lections and -on local property 
taxes, the Senator said, adding 

“Economists have long recog- 
nized that despite the ease of 
collection, both taxes are in 
equitable and regressive, plac- 
ing a disproportionate burden 
‘on those least able to pay. Now, 
we have a state income tax, 
which only recently the courts 
have ruled is permissible under 
the Illinois Constitution. 

Speaks as Legislator 

Senator Dixon, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for’ Illinois 
State Treasurer, said he was 
addressing the convention as a 
legislative leader and not as a 
candidate. 

“We need a clange in our 
priority system for tax reve- 
nues,” the Senator contended 
“We need a thorough study of 
how much revenue the new in- 
come tax is producing, how it’s 
being spent and how much 
more of it, for instance, could 
be rebated to cities. The same 
applies to our total sales tax 
collections. 

“When he proposed the in- 
come tax in 1969, Gov. Ogilvie 
indicated that one-eighth of the 
revenue. generated from it 
would be rebated to cities and 
courities,” Senator Dixon said. 

“But when the income tax 
was changed. from his proposed 
four per cent on . corporations 
and four per cent on individu- 
als, to four per cent on corpora- 
tions and per cent on indi- 
viduals, the Governor insisted 
that the rebates to local govern 
ments be changed from one 
eighth to one-twelfth of the col- 
lections,”’ he said. 

Rebates Reduced 

“This cut distribution of re 
bates to cities and counties dur 
ing fiscal 1970 to $62 million 
from the originally pledged 
$135 million,” Senator’. Dixon

At the same time, stecl ex 
ports skidded for the third 
month in a row—to 566,000 tons 
This was a drop of more than 
68,000 tons from July. 

Statistics, AISI observed, in-| 
dicate that foreign steelmakers 
may be concentrating their

For example, three product 
categories — welded pipe and 
tubing, hot rolled sheet* and 
cold rolled sheet — constituted 
44 percent of August's import 
total,
